Action line 


At the June 17 City Commission meeting, 


TP&L presented a rate increase request 
through Manager Embry Ferguson. I 
attended this meeting as an interested 
citizen. I thought the request was fairly 
and logically presented. Commissioner 
Armistead, 
with a 
"few 
minutes 


homework", presented some challenges 
and became the feature of Wednesday, 
June 18 Daily Sun story. I was a little 
concerned about this coverage which 
prompts me to ask these questions: 


1. Why did Commissioner Armlstead's 


remarks receive such prominence and the 
comments of Mr. W. D. Wyatt and Com- 
missioner Norrls receive such little 
notice? Both made statements having to 
do with TP&L's many, many financial and 
service contributions to our community. 


2. Commissioner Norrls stated that the 


company paid into the City's General 
Fund, taxes somewhat in excess of that 
required. Why was this ignored in the 
article? 


3. Is a father-son relationship apparent 


hi this news story? 


Editor Armistead's reply: 
1. Comm. Armistead's remarks were 


prominent in the story because the 
questions which he asked and which TP&L 
did not answer 
caused 
the most' 


newsworthy happening at the commission 
meeting — tabling of the rate request. 


The rates affect virtually all our 


readers, and that made the TP&L request 
the major story of the day no matter what 
the commission did with it and no matter 
whether the writer and editor or the 
readers approved or not. 


Wyatt did speak eloquently, and no one 


would debate the summary you offered of 
his remarks. But were they germane to the 
central issue — whether TP&L's profit 
picture justifies a local rate increase? 


TP&L's record of service, which is 


certainly admirable, was not on trial or at 
issue. 


2. Gary Edmondson, who wrote the 


story, says you're right about Norris's 
remarks on franchise taxes. They should 
have been in the article, and he simply 
forgot them. 


He wrote five stories, 60 inches of news 


copy between the commission meeting and 
deadline the next day, and it's easy to omit 
something when you're going that fast. 


3. There's no partiality in this story or 


any other that editor Armistead, the son of 
Comm. Armistead, is aware of. He did not 
know Comm. Armistead was going to 
challenge the figures, and he learned the 
details of the challenge only when Ed- 
mondson gave him his story to be edited. 
He made no changes in it when he edited it. 


Since Comm. Armistead was elected 


April 1, the Daily Sun has disagreed with 
commission action involving him three 
times. Two of the editorials were written 
by the younger Armistead himself, and the 
third was Sunday's editorial written by 
publisher Art Keeney. 


"It's certainly not an ideal situation," 


editor Armistead says of the com- 
missioner-editor relationship. "But if 
you'll read our editorials criticizing his 
actions and read his stands contrary to 
ours, I think you'll find neither of us is 
intimidating the other — or trying to." 


Since everyone seems to be asking about 


street improvements, I have a question 
about that, too. There is a small piece of 
street on N. 16th between W. First and W. 
Second Avenues that needs to be paved. 
This piece of street is very important 
because it leads to Jester Park. 


I have already asked Mr. Jack Russell 


two tunes —(when he was our city 
manager)—and he agreed to have it 
paved. But the city crew just comes and 
puts in the gravel, and it washes away 
every tune it rains. During dry weather all 
that fine dust blows into our house and 
cars. Can some kind of black top be put In 
to settle that loose gravel? 


This is what's called a "leave-out." It 


stems from many years ago when people 
wanted streets paved, and were assessed 
their portion of the paving costs. It was the 
city's practice that every abutting 
property owner paid his or her share and if 
they didn't, that portion in front of the 
individual's lot (or home) was left un- 
paved until they, like their neighbors, paid 
their fair costs. 


As to your specific inquiry, 
City 


Manager Dick Ballenger responds: 


"We will check the street. If the traffic 


count merits major improvement to this 
area, this portion of this street will be 
submitted to the City Commisison at some 
future date for consideration under the 
Revenue Sharing program." 


I would like to know some of the 


requirements needed to qualify for food 
stamps. How much money can be earned 
by each member of the family? If you are 
a property owner can you still qualify? 
Will having money in the bank disqualify 
an applicant — if so, how much money? 


Eligibility is based on the total amount 


of income in the household and the number 
of people in the household. It would vary 
according to the number of wage earners 
and dependents, says Ralph Dudley, 
manager of the local food stamp office. He 
adds the income factor would be variable 
depending upon certain deductible items, 
such as withholding and income tax paid, 
social security benefits received, medical 
expenses, and shelter costs, which in- 
cludes either rent or mortgage payments 
and utilities. 


"Yes," Dudley responds, "you can still 


qualify if you own your own home; 


"No, having money in the bank won't 


disqualify someone, but there 
is a 


'resource limit'," he said. 


If you are interested in applying, Dudley 


requests you call the local Food Stamp 
Office at 615 W. 7th Ave., 872-4644. An 
appointment will be set up for you to be 
interviewed as to your eligibility. 


Coincidental to your inquiry, Dudley 


said the public may be interested in 
reading an article in the current (July) 
issue of Reader's Digest entitled: "Time to 
Clean up the Food, Stamp Mess". 
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TP&L gets raise on vote of 3-2

Receiving no endorsements 


from the citizenry Tuesday 
night, Texas Power and Light 
had the necessary support when 
it was needed as the Corsicana 
City Commission granted the 
utility company an 11 per cent 
rate increase by a split decision 
of 3-2. 


Commissioners H. R. Stroube 


Jr., Jim Lightfoot and Wayne 
Norris voted in favor of the 
increase 
with 
Mayor 
Sue 


Youngblood 
joining 
Com- 


missioner R. A. Armistead in 
his steadfast opposition. 


In endorsing the rate hike, 


Stroube 
said 
that, 
from 


listening to the tape of the last 
meeting, he felt the questions 
presented by Armistead had 
been fully answered though 
"perhaps some people didn't 
understand 
or 
didn't 
hear 


them." 


NOTING THAT THE ap- 


proval of the rate hike might 
result in future development in 
the area by TP&L, Stroube 
continued by saying, "I just 
don't want to be remembered as 
the 
commission 
that 
was 


responsible for a later date 
power shortage in our area 
because we were socialistic 
enough not to want to allow a 
company realistic earnings." 


Lightfoot, too, spoke of the 


future in his endorsement of the 
utility company. Saying that 
opposition to the increase might 
be "looking at tomorrow in- 
stead of next year," Lightfoot 
said that he would rather be 
responsible for a small increase 


now than a larger one later. 


Norris, who took no firm 


stand prior to the voting, said, 
"perhaps in defense of TP&L," 
that 
no 
compromise 
was 


possible 
because 
a com- 


promised, lower electric rate 
for Corsicana would give that 
city an unfair advantage over 
other TP&L cities in trying to 
secure new industries. 


MRS. 
YOUNGBLOOD SAID 


some of the facts of the situation 
really concerned her — par- 
ticularly the report earlier in 
the meeting by Chattanooga 
Glass manager James Terry 
that a rate hike could break that 
company locally. 


She reminded the commission 


that the city had closed a fire 
station recently for economic 
reasons and that commission's 
opposition to a tax raise had 
resulted in the denial of new 
contract proposals for firemen 
and policemen. 


The mayor also said she 


agreed with several of the 
points presented by Armistead. 


At the time the vote was 


called for, Armistead listed four 
•objections to the rate hike. 


First, he said that since the 


increase would go into effect in 
October, there was no pressing 
need for action now, especially 
since he was "not convinced yet 
a real need has been shown" for 
the increase.

Norris' claim that a com-

saying he thought such new 
industry would be beneficial to 
Corsicana. 


He also said that he would like 


to wait to act on the matter to 
get the benefit of a Waco study 
of a similar rate hike request. 


Referring to this last ob- 


jection, 
Ferguson 
told 


Armistead he was elected to 
represent Corsicana, not Waco. 
Armistead 
replied 
that 
in 


representing 
Corsicana 
he 


would 
always 
study 
every 


question to the fullest of his 
ability, gathering information 
from every available source — 
"even Waco." 


Armistead 
also 
took 
ex- 


ception to the earlier remark by 
Stroube that to deny TP&L the 
right to make "realistic ear-; 
nings" was "socialistic". 


According to Armistead: "I 


don't believe it makes me 
socialistic to want Chattanooga 
Glass to also be able to make a 
go of it. I don't believe it makes 
me socialistic to want Gene 
Johnson to make a little profit 
on that next hamburger I buy 
from him." 


REFERRING TO THE 35 per 


cent of the Corsicana population 
on Social Security, Armistead 
continued: "I don't believe it 
makes me socialistic to think 
about them, too. If it does, then 
it'll have to make me that I 
guess. I want all of us to be in 
politics."

Increased gasoline prices 
reaching local stations

Area service stations today 


were raising prices on their 
gasoline pumps as price hikes 
Mobile X-ray

The schedule for Ellis County 


includes Midlothian on July 21, 
Waxahachie on July 22 and 
Ennis on July 23. When in Ennis 
the mobile unit will be stationed 
at Piggly Wiggly Store No. 25 at 
703 W. Ennis Ave. 


Formerly a free service made 


possible by the public's pur- 
chase each year, due to inflation 
and rising costs, the association 
had to initiate a fee several 
years ago of $3 for the chest X- 
ray, payable at the time the 
service is performed. 
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by eight major oil companies 
reached the Corsicana area. 


Some major retailers, in fact, 


received word of the hikes 
yesterday, 
and 
the 
higher 


prices for them went into effect 
then. Eight oil companies, with 
distribution 
nationwide, 
an- 


nounced 
increases 
ranging 


from 1.4 cents a gallon to three 
cents a gallon. 


Those increasing their prices 


were: .Shell Oil Co., Standard 
Oil of Indiana, Amoco, Phillips 
Petroleum Co., Clark Oil & 
Refining Corp., and Ashland 
Petroleum Co., all 
raising 


prices by three cents a gallon; 
Mobil Oil Corp. raising their 
cost to dealers by two cents a 
gallon; and Texaco, Inc. in- 
creasing by 1.4 cents a gallon. 


THAT MEANS THAT a gallon 


of regular which Monday cost 


50.9 cents a gallon today could 
cost 53.9 at that same station. 


About 
16 local 
stations, 


mostly major 
oil company 


outlets, have already been 
affected by the hikes, but all 
dealers contacted said there 
will be no one who will escape 
the rising costs. 


Even independant dealers, 


normally the last to feel such 
increases, say they are ex- 
pecting similar price hikes, 
perhaps as much as three cents, 
to reach them with their next 
fuel purchase. 


Ernest 
Douglas, 
an 
in- 


dependent dealer who sells 
gasoline at his two grocery 
stores, said he has not yet 
received an increase, but ex- 
pects one the next time the fuel 
carrier pulls into his driveway. 


Independent dealers receive 


no prior notification of price 
hikes, Douglas said, but receive 
the news when gas is delivered. 
How much an increase to ex- 
pect, therefore, depends on 
which distributor services a 
particular station. 


JOHN CRAIG, wholesaler in 


this area for Gulf Oil, said he 
has not been notified of any 
increases this month by that 


company, but that he expects 
them anyway. 


"We've been receiving in- 


creases every month for a long 
time now," Craig said, "so the 
interest in this increase kind of 
surprises me." 


Craig noted that such in- 


creases are 
controlled and 


approved 
by 
the 
Federal 


Energy Office, and only one 
increase a month is allowed. 
Retailers and wholesalers, he 
noted, have little choice but to 
pass increases assessed them 
by the oil companies on to the 
consumer. 


Most 
dealers 
contacted 


blamed the increases on the 
recent dollar-a-barrel import 
tax 
imposed 
by President 


Gerald Ford and on increases in 
the Arab price of oil. 


A random survey of 
gas 


prices in the Corsicana area 
revealed 
some 48.9 cent-a- 


gallon self-service regular still 
available early today. Prices 
mostly ranged, however, from 
51.9 cents-a-gallon to 55.9 cents- 
a-gallon 
for 
regular, 
with 


premium costing as much as 
59.9 
cents-a-gallon at 
some 


freeway stations.

He had already pointed out 


that TP&L itself, on a 12-month 
basis ending 30 days ago, 
showed a profit of $1.5 million 
over the previous 12 month 
period. 


TP&L MANAGER 
Embry 


Ferguson objected to the im- 
plication his company was not 
being "cricket" and asked 
Armistead if his statistical 
pronouncements were meant to 
show him (Ferguson) up. 


While Armistead assured he 


wasn't trying to show him up, 
Voting district 
suit has not 
been filed yet 


A lawsuit challenging voting 


district boundaries of Navarro 
County apparently has not been 
filed in a Dallas Federal Court 
as of Wednesday morning. 


Grace Tambourine, Deputy 


Clerk, reported to the Daily Sun 
Wednesday morning that she 
had checked with all the girls in 
the processing and nothing had 
been received about Navarro 
pounty on any records. 


James Lister, a spokesman 


for 
the Progressive 
Voters 


League, said, "All I know is that 
we made the negotitations last 
Wednesday and at the last 
meeting, we gave Larry Daves 
the authorization to file the suit. 
I don't know what has hap- 
pened. I think though that he 
may be at a lawyers' con- 
vention, because I tried to 
contact him but his office said 
he was out of town. I'm going to 
Dallas to check it out today." 


Efforts to contact Daves, a 


Tyler attorney representing the 
League, yielded that he would 
return to his office on Monday. 


The League is asking that 


single-member districts which 
fairly represent the population 
be drawn and that represen- 
tatives run in each district, 
rather than at large as the 
practice is now. 


Decision to sue the city came 


after a meeting of the League

Souther reported that in the 


first five months of 1973, Texas 
Utilities 
stock 
returned 


dividends of 64 cents per share. 
In the first five months of 1974, 
this return was 68 cents per 
share, according to Souther. 
But the 1975 figure for the first 
five months was 54 cents a 
share. 


Souther also reported that in a 


comparable three-month period 
in 1974 and 1975 TP&L earnings 
decreased by $4 million — 40.2 
per cent. 


The TP&L accountant then 


told the commission that a 
continued ' decline 
would 


probably result in a request for 
a larger increase at a later date 
and the loss of Texas Utilities' 
AAA bond rating. 


FERGUSON OPENED the 


rate 
hike 
discussion 
by 


reiterating his stance from the 
June 17 meeting that increased 
fuel costs, rising- construction 
costs and TP&L's own declining 
financial picture as reasons for 
seeking the 11 per cent increase. 


At this time Ferguson also 


reminded the commission of 
First National Bank president 
W. D. Wyatt's endorsement of 
the rate hike and TP&L in 
general 
at 
the 
previous 


meeting. But this was the only 
non-commission support for the 
increase 
raised 
during the 


meeting which was attended by 
approximately 50 spectators. 


Chattanooga manager Terry, 


assuring the commission that 
his company is "not a second 
rate company either," said that 
liis company's needs are more 
basic than TP&L's. 


Terry said that while TP&L 


says it needs the increases to 
maintain its AAA bond rating 
and six per cent profit margin, 
Chattanooga Glass is "just 
trying to stay in business." 


TERRY SAID THE proposed 


rate increase would up Chat- 
tanooga's 
electric 
bill 
by 


$100,000 
and 
increase 
the 


company's total electric and 
gas bills by $1 million over last 
year's figure of $1,129,000. 


Terry added, "The proposed 


increase that we are sustaining 
this year of $1 million is 
definitely 
making 
our 


profitability and the picture we 
have out at Chattanooga Glass 
very, very questionable." 


Ferguson said that Chat- 


tanooga's very troubles point up 
the neccessity of the increase 
since TP&L would not do 
anything 
unnecessary 
to 


jeopardize 
such 
a 
good 


customer. 


Terry's request for a special 


rate 
was 
answered 
by 


Ferguson, who explained that to 
"discriminate 
in 
rate" 
is 


against the law. 


Ferguson also explained that, 


except for Chattanooga's towns 
being serviced by the Tennessee 
Valley Authority, the local glass 
plant has a lower electric bill 
than 
Chattanooga's 
other 


plants. 


Also speaking against the rate 


increase were Mrs. Annie Mae 
Gaines, Gene 
Johnson 
and 


August Wendorf. 


MRS. 
GAINES 
expressed 


disappointment that Ferguson 
used his record of community 
service as a plus factor in his 
rate request. 


But she also told the com- 


mission of the large number of 
low income people in Corsicana, 
people who are frugal in their 
electric use as a matter of 
course. 


Saying that the utility com- 


panies can pass their operating 
expenses on to their customers, 
Mrs. Gaines added, "I can't 
pass these adjustments on to the 
grocery store. The buck ends 
with me." 


Johnson 
reminded 
the 


commission that it had just 
turned 
down 
the collective 


bargaining proposals of the 
policemen 
and 
firefighters. 


Then he asked how the com- 
mission could increase the cost 
of living and' 'then say you can't 
have a raise." 


Ferguson assured Johnson 


that 
TP&L 
has 
already 


tightened 
its 
belt 
as 
he 


suggested, saying the company 
is operating with fewer people 
than two years ago and adding 
that the company cars are now 
more economical models. 


And 
Ferguson maintained 


that "to do the job," we need to 
be a sound company," the rate 
hike being the key to this 
soundness. 


WHEN 
STROUBE 


FINISHED 
his 
statement 


supporting the raise, Johnson 
questioned his appraisal that 
the rate increase was essential 
to the future of Corsicana. 


Stroube's example that a non- 


receptive 
commission might 


jeopardize Corsicana's chances 
for future expansion by TP&L, 
was countered by Johnson's 
contention that if the higher 
rates 
drive 
Chattanooga, 


himself and other businesses 
out of town there wouldn't be a 
need 
for 
the 
additional 


capabilities. 


Stroube's reply of "I think 


some of will still be here," 
provoked laughter from the 
crowd and a befuddled "Yeah, 
yeah" from Johnson. 


Wendorf challenged Stroube's 


assessment 
that 
Corsicana 


commissioners 
drove 
Mobil 


from town by trying to milk that 
company for all it could. He said 
the 
Mobil 
move 
was 


precipitated by that company 
trying to protect itself without 
making 
the 
investments 


necessary to keep its operations 
here. 


Discussion's hot, but no action

Ellis 
Montgomery, 
the 
Navarro 


County Commissioners Court 
voted Tuesday 
morning to 


postpone action on the question 
of 
pay 
raises 
for 
county 


workers. 


Montgomery 
repeatedly 


declared he wanted to settle the 
matter at that time and deny 
the raise requests. But the court 
voted to delay action until July 
:18, pending a report 
from 


auditor Bill Smith on the six- 
month status of the county 
budget. 


Answering what she said was 


Montgomery's 
continued 


refrain that he doesn't want to 
raise taxes, Mrs. Joy McCall, 
spokeswoman for the 40 county 
workers who petitioned the 
court for pay raises in May, said 
the taxes should be raised if the 
alternative is to "make the 
employes work for nothing." 


AS THE DISCUSSION con- 


tinued, Mrs. McCall charged 
that Montgomery and other 


members of the court were in no 
position to comment on the 
salaries of other county workers 
since the court members make 
three 
times 
what 
the 


secretaries do plus getting the 
use of a car and all the gas they 
need. 


County Judge Robert Dunn's 


comment 
that 
the com- 


missioners have to run for office 
was met by Mrs. McCall's 
answer that secretaries are also 
subject 
to 
job 
insecurity 


because newly-elected 
office- 


holders usually bring their 
friends to work for them. 


Comm. R. J. Henderson's 


stance that county employes 
should not have to come to the 
commissioners 
court 
was 


agreed to in part by the em- 
ployes and other office-holders 
present. 


But, 
while Mrs. McCall said 


that employes should be making 
enough so that this would not be 
necessary, 
Sheriff 
Jerry 


Shelton and County Clerk Clyve 
Riddels reminded the court that 
they had asked for raises for 
their 
employes 
in 
their 


proposed budgets for this year. 


SHELTON ALSO condemned 


the idea that people discon- 
tented with their pay could 
always 
look 
elsewhere 
for 


employment. This idea was put 
forth by Dunn Tuesday and has 
been a frequent argument by 
Montgomery 
in 
other 


discussions with the employes. 


Shelton said that taxpayers 


would save money in the long 
run if it could keep well-trained, 
experienced people on the job. 


The sheriff said he is against 


raising taxes, but that ^he feels 
the employes should receive the 
raises if money is available. 


The court approved amending 


the 
budget 
for 
the 
adult 


probation office. This amend- 
ment, which adds $10,745 to that 
office's budget, is designed to 
place that department under 
county 
administration. 
The 


office 
was 
formerly 
funded 


through a Heart of Texas 
Council of Government grant. 


SMITH SAID THAT once the 


probation fees are paid to this 
county and not McLennan, the 
office should pay for itself with 


a little money left over. 


In other action, the com- 


missioners court awarded its 
workmen's 
compensation 


contract to the Floyd West Co. 
represented locally by Cooper' 
Eady, Judson and Polk; ar> 
proved the purchase of a truck 
for Comm. Henderson; agreed 
to solicit bids for three items for 
the hospital; and instructed 
Shelton to determine desirable 
speed limits for congested, non- 
incorporated 
parts 
of 
the 


county. 


The 
county's 
workmen's 


compensation will cost $29,659 
handled locally, as opposed to 
the only other bid of $30,442.

Strife in Lebanon could upset peace throughout Middle East

Lebanon's political schizoph- 


renia, 
which has produced 


fratricidal strife three times 
this year, could menace the 
whole peaceseeking process in 
the Middle East with calami- 
tous consequence for the indus- 
trial West. 


The fighting between Mos- 


lem-Arab extremists and right- 
ist Christians has raised the 
possibility of civil war. That 
could produce widespread tu- 
mult not unlike the situation in 
1958, 
when President Eisen- 


hower landed American troops 
to restore order. 


A painful squeeze from the 


late Gamal Abdel Nasser's 
Egypt on one side and allied 
Syria on the other to force 
Lebanon into the Nasser camp 
provoked the 1958 crisis. This 
time the crisis is more of an 
Police shoot 
man holding 
17 in lounge 


DALLAS (AP) — Jimmy L)e- 


wey Wafer held 17 lounge cus- 
tomers hostage for four hours 
Tuesday while he waited for 
"Wayne," a man he said he in- 
tended to kill. 


"Wayne" never showed up. 
Instead, two policemen, sum- 


moned by a telephone call to 
the Cock 'n Bull lounge shortly 
before 5 p.m., confronted the 
25-year-old gunman and tried to 
talk him into dropping his shot- 
gun and surrendering. When he 
refused, police said, one of the 
officers shot him once in the 
head. 


Wafer died two hours later at 


Parkland Hospital. 


Police said the ordeal started 


about 1 p.m., when 
Wafer 


walked into the bar and or- 
dered a beer. He stepped out- 
side and returned with a shot- 
gun, they said, laid the weapon 
on the bar and said, "This is it. 
Bar the back door. I am going 
to wait for Wayne and kill 
him." 


Police quoted customers as 


saying they were allowed to 
continue drinking throughout 
the four-hour siege. Occasion- 
ally the gunman would allow 
persons to come into the 
lounge, but several times di- 
rected a barmaid to tell new- 
comers that a private party 
was in progress. 


The bar's owner, Joe Nevelik, 


said customers "pretty much 
cooperated with him . . . he 
just wouldn't let nobody leave." 


One of the hostages, Rose- 


mary Ellis, convinced Wafer 
she needed to call her children. 
Instead she telephoned a friend 
who summoned police. 


When patrolmen J.W. Przy- 


wara and W.A. Huggins arrived 
at the lounge, they told Wafer 
to put down his weapon. Wafer 
refused, police said, and in- 
stead aimed the weapon at 
Przywara and shouted at Hug- 
gins, "If you're gonna get me, 
I'm gonna get him." 


Huggins fired his service re- 


volver once, hitting Wafer in 
the head. 


Nurse allergic

rianne Meivers says it some- 
times sounds as though an 
army is stomping though her 
two-bedroom house. But it's 
really just the 30 stray cats the 
University Hospital nurse has 
taken in. 


Miss Meivers says she has a 


warm spot in her heart for 
cats. Unfortunately, she also 
has a runny nose because of 
them. 


Of her allergy to her feline 


friends, Miss Meivers says: 
"I've just had a few sneezes. I 
simply put mind over matter 
and live with it." 


Miss 
Meivers 
uses 
her 


nurse's training to give the 
strays medical care. She feeds 
them cottage cheese and plain 
yogurt as well as conventional 
cat food, and she buys 100 
pounds of kitty litter each 
week. 


She says she's been taking in 


abandoned cats for two years. 


"People dump them on the 


streets, in canyons, you name it 
and that's where you'll find 
them. And people just dump 
whole litters of kittens on park- 
ing lots or have their children 
give them away to just any- 
one," she says. 


"When I saw the need was so 


great, I just started bringing 
them in and caring for them 
until they were well." 


Once a year Miss Meivers 


visits major shopping centers 
in search of people willing to 
adopt the cats. She charges a 
small fee to cover her expenses 
in having the cats spayed or 
neutered. 


She says she has placed 100 


cats and kittens in adoptive 
homes, but adds that she keeps 
a hard-core group of 14 wild 
and "nonadoptive" cats.

Camps on 
Lebanese soil shelter some 300,- 
000 Palestinian refugees. 


The rightist Phalange party,

Analysis 


made up mostly of Maronite 
Christians and drawing support 
from the middle class, has a 
heavily armed private army of 


about 6,000 men drilled in ur- 
ban guerrilla warfare. 


Many Christians see the Pale- 


stinians as a state within a 
state, eroding Lebanon's sover- 
eignty and threatening to draw 
her into an unequal military 
clash with Israel. Guerrilla use 
of Lebanon as a base for at- 
tacks on Israel and Israeli re- 
taliation raise the prospect of 
steady escalation. 


The dangers of a permanent 


state of turbulence are mani- 
fold. If recurrent urban guer- 
rilla warfare should become al- 
lout civil war, the Moslems 
might rally against the Chris- 
tians. Syria, which supplies 
weapons and other support to 
the 
Palestinian- 
guerrillas, 


might intervene. 


The balanced Moslem-Chris- 


tian facade would be destroyed. 


Lebanon, a quasi-neutral in the 
Arab-Israeli 
conflict, 
would 


probably be swung into the 
anti-Israel camp. 


That could mean Israeli ac- 


tion. The whole Arab East 
would be in an uproar. Another 
round of the Arab-Israeli war 
would be just about inevitable, 
with all its dire consequences 
in terms of another oil stop- 
page.

| Officer, gunman 


killed in battle 


SAN ANTONIO, Tex. (AP) — 


A residential area in northeast 
San Antonio became a battle- 
ground late Tuesday as police, 
under the cover of darkness, 
used tear gas, hundreds of 
rounds of ammunition and fi- 
nally an armored car to flush 
out a man they blamed for kill- 
ing a patrolman with a high- 
powered rifle. 


When officers rushed the bul- 


let-riddled house, they found 
Robert L. Keck dead of a self- 
inflicted gunshot wound, they 
reported. 


According to police accounts, 


the siege and shootout began 
after officer James Anderson, 
39, was shot in the head about 
7:30 p.m. as he stepped from 
his car in front of the Keck 
home in a fashionable neighbor- 
hood. 


Anderson had been called to 


investigate the 
shooting of 


Keek's son Tommy, 21. Police 
said he was shot in the arm as 
he tried to leave the dwelling. 
The young man was in fair con- 
dition today at Bexar County 
Hospital. 


Investigators said a caller 


presumed to be the elder Keck 
at one point telephoned head- 
quarters and warned police to 
stay away from the house, 
threatening to "kill somebody 
else." They said his motive for 
the shooting had not been de- 
termined. 


After the detective was shot, 


officers and ambulance attend- 
ants tried to reach him, but 
were driven back by gunfire 
from the house. Police related 
these details: 


Keck exchanged gunfire with 


officers for an hour before a 
patrol car was driven in front 
of the house, Anderson was re- 
trieved from the pavement, and 
the car was backed out of the 
area. 


I 
Anderson was dead on arrival 


I 
at a Hospital. 


Officers used helicopters to 


surround the house and pumped 
tear gas into the building to 
force Keck out. 


About 10 p.m. police "pulled 


the switch" on the neighbor- 
hood. Street lights were ex- 
tinguished and all electricity in 
the area was cut off. 


"We were operating in the 


dark," said one officer. "It was 
pretty eerie for a while there." 


Shortly before midnight, po- 


lice backed the armored car up 
to the door and officers rushed 
the house in a hail of gunfire. 


Capt. Henry Anton, who led 


the squad, came out minutes 
later and said, "It's all over. 
He is dead."

Interpol now being questioned

WASHINGTON - (NEA) - 


Yet another famed and hitherto 
honored law group is falling on 
controversial times in the 
capital. Interpol, the cable ad- 
dress and popular diminutive 
for the International Criminal 
Police Organization, storied on 
television and theater screens 
for heroic battles against the 
forces of global evil, is current- 
ly being investigated by private 
and congressional probers who 
fear it may possess a potential 
for power abuse that goes even 
beyond that of the FBI, CIA, 
DIA, et cetera. 


The problem as the ex- 


aminers see it is this: While 
abuses in federally or locally 
chartered law agencies (such 
as the FBI) can ideally be ul- 
timately controlled by govern- 
ment insistence, Interpol, being 
a private organization, is im- 
mune to similar U.S. sanctions. 
Its activities, then, being in the 
realm of free enterprise, are 
largely protected from federal 
control or interference. 


What this means to America 


and American citizens, is not 
precisely clear. But some 
suspicious individuals and 
groups are tyring to find out. 
One senate subcommittee, as of 
late, has determined that Inter- 
pol is so far embedded into the 
private sector of the nation that 
the public sector has only a 
foggy notion of what it is, hence 
the concern. What is this gaggle 
of international sleuths doing in 
our country and what are they 
doing to us? 


Essentially, the bare facts of 


Interpol are fairly well known. 
It is, according to its literature, 
a collection of private in- 
vestigators scattered in 120 
nations and headquartered in 
Paris. Louis Sims, director of 
the Washington bureau, says 
the group has no enforcement 
powers but works entirely on 
the gathering of intelligence 
and dissemination of informa- 
tion. "When police in West 
Berlin want information on 
someone in New York, we will 
try to get that information and 
relay it back. And vice versa," 
he explains. 


Beyond this popular image of 


Interpol, however, little else of 
the organization is widely 
known. The Washington office, 
for example, though private in 
nature, is supported financially 
and operationally by federal, 
state and local governments — 


and the U.S. taxpayer. America 
pays annual dues (currently 
$140,000) for membership in 
Interpol; the four men staffing 
the Washington bureau are on 
loan from regular U.S. law en- 
forcement agencies. The 
Washington office itself, to the 
best of anyone's knowledge, is 
the only private agency housed 
in a federal building the U.S. 
Treasury. 


And beyond these facts, not 


largly known though not secret 
either, are aspects of Interpol 
which are truly disturbing. 
Vaughn Young, who is conduc- 
ting a privat probe of Interpol 
for the Church of Scientology, 
says the group has a Nazi past 
that has never been adequeate- 
ly explained away. Young, who 
has photostats of documents to 
support his arguments, says 
Interpol was German-based and 
Nazi-controlled during World 
War II, and as recently as 1972 
was led by a former Nazi of- 
ficer named Paul Dickopf, SS 
Number 337259. 


"Dickopf was president of 


Interpol from 1968 to 1972," 
says Young. "According to Nazi 
records he was an SS colonel 
during the early part of the 
war. Interpol says he was 
rehabilitated later in the war, 
and eventually worked for the 


allies, but I'm suspicious of' 
this. Until a few years ago 
Interpol denied Dickopf was 
ever a Nazi." 


Young, who says his church is 


probing Interpol in retaliation 
for an Interpol investigation of 
the Scientology sect, does not 
charge that Interpol has Nazi 
leanings today. He uses the 
World War II illustration mere- 
ly to indicate the organization 
has sleazy origins, and, what's

more, may be continuing at 
least some questionable con- 
temporary friendships. 


For one thing, 
Young 


wonders 
about 
Interpol's 


cooperation with authorities in 
totalitarian states such as 
Roumania and Yugoslavia: 
"What if Roumania was in- 
vestigating 
somebody 
in 


Washington for political 
reasons, under the guise of 
police work? Would Interpol 
here cooperate? The thing is we 
don't really know, because as a 
private organization it reports 
only to itself — it owes no 
allegiance to our government or 
our people." 


Though Interpol is, legally, 


completely separate from the 
American public establish- 
ment, it exists only because of a 
cooperative agreement with 
that establishemnt. The cop in 
Roumania who wants informa- 
tion on a Washington subject, 
will get it via Interpol who may 
get it via the Washington police 
or the FBI, or the CIA, or 
any one of dozens of interlock- 
ing public agencies. And once a 
file is thus collected, a copy is 
saved for Interpol records, thus 
the habits of many Americans 
are indeed at Paris head- 
quarters. 


Clearly, the potential for 


abuse here is staggering. 
Strangely, up to now, it has 
never been probed. Sen. Joseph 
Montoya (D-N.M.), who by vir- 
tue of a Senate Appropriations 
subcommittee he chairs, is, in 
fact, the first congressional 
figure in memory to hold a for- 
mal inquiry into Interpol. 


Says he: "The most impor-

tant concern is Interpol's possi- 
ble threat to the constitutional 
rights of American citizens. We 
need to know, for instance, if 
the rules controlling the release

Actually, says V a u g h n 


Young, concerning Interpol, we 
need to know a lot more than 
that — "For our sake we need 
to know everything."

DEAR DR. LAMB - What is

It has come 
to be used for problems 
resulting from a sudden 
blockage of an artery to the 
heart muscle and usually 
means a myocardial infarction 
(damage to the heart muscle). 


Heart attack is a term also 


used by the public for attacks of 
any sort that are sudden and in- 
volve the heart. That can in- 
clude any number of different 
forms of heart irregularities, 
such as rapid heart action. It 
can mean a transitory pain cor- 
rectly called angina pectoris. 


A sudden attack causing 


damage to the heart muscle 
(myocardial infarction) 
may 


also be associated 
with a 


serious irregularity of the heart 
called ventricular fibrillation. 
This is the one you see on TV 
where the shock machine is 
used and big paddles 
are 


applied to the heart to get the 
heart beat back to normal. This 
serious and life-threatening 
irregularity is associated with 
no effective heart beat. The 
muscle literally twitches but 
doesn't contract. For this 
reason the episode is often 
referred to as a cardiac arrest. 
This irregularity can also occur 
without having heart muscle 
damage. It can result from in- 
adequate circulation to the 
heart muscle from fatty- 
cholesterol 
deposits, 
even 


though the heart muscle is not 
damaged. 


Then, to make matters 


worse, the heart can just stop — 
totally and completely. This is 
true cardiac arrest. It can be 
caused by reflex means. It is 
sometimes the cause of a per- 
son fainting Often the heart 
resumes beating again on its 
own. 


When I first started testing 


jet pilots who were healthy 
young men, I was startled to 
see the number who had com- 
plete stoppage of the heart with 
breath holding, or while being 
tested on a tilt table like those 
seen on film strips of testing 
astronauts after space flight. 


The 
c a r d i a c 
arrests 


sometimes lasted only a few 
seconds and sometimes did not 
even cause a faint. In other iti- 
stances they were associated 
with fainting. 


So, you can see from the 


above why I say the ter- 
minology is hopelessly con- 
fused. Cardiac arrest can mean 
at least two different things. 


Heart attacks can mean almost 
anything, including cardiac 
arrest which may not be an 
arrest at all but really ven- 
tricular fibrillation. Confused?

malfunction. So, it means bad 
absorption. It refers to poor 
ability of your digestive tract, 
specifically the small intestine, 
to absorb food. 


When the poor absorption 


leads to an inability to absorb 


important vitamins, particular- 
ly vitamin B-12, it may cause an 
anemia. 


Malabsorption 
problems 


often involve poor pancreas 
function. Or, should I say 
malfunction of the pancreas?
